often asked, “Why does it take 
So long to plan and build schools 
or school additions?” 

Some have expected many new ' 
schools to have been completed 
already from the $26.7 million 
bond issue money voted last No- 
vember and validated for the be- 
ginning of this year. 

Here’s why it takes time: 

1. Every five years the State 
Dept. of Education issues a sur- 
vey which, among other things, 


‘shoWs where new schools are need- 


ed or indicates- areas where sites 


Should be bought. The last survey 


was made in 1963. 
2. County school boards may not 


start buying sites nor begin build- 


ing schools or additions, without, 
first having the cold cash in the 
bank. This differs: from private 
enterprise which can raise loans, 


and build on credit. 


3. Since new sites must be 
bought in the area indicated in the 
survey, there are not always ob- 
tained without long negotiation or 
condemnation. proceedings. 

4. Architects on only begin 
making preliminary plans after 
the site is owned and they know 
what térrain’they have to deal 
with, what utilities are already in 
effect (if any), if the site must 'be 
“improved” before construction 
can begin, what access roads there 
are, etc. Drawing cannot be start- 
ed without knowing where the 


school will be located. i 


5. Preliminary plans. must be 
approved by the county school 
board, and then sent to Tallahas 
see for state approval — which 
may take several weeks. 

6. When approved by the state, 
preliminary plans can be developed 
into the working, or final, plans— 
a detailed, expesive job which can- 


¡not be started till it is known that
